CAN IMITATE ANYTHING. 


There is no kind of gem that is not 


imitated by the artisans of Idar 'i-ith 
wonderful skill. The ruby is cour ter- 
feited by combining a piece of ga -net 
with a piece of glass, the former E ;rv- 
ing for the front and the latter for 
the back. The two are stuck toge her 
with a transparent balsam. The bal- 
sam is colored in various Ways, So as 
to diffuse whatever tints may be de- 
sired through the stone or glas- 
to 


which it is applied. In this way two 
pieces of rock crystal united with bal- 
sam make an opal, and an aquamarine 
is produced by a slight modiflcatio i of 
the same process. 


Artificial turquoises of enamel are 


sold for $2.50 a dozen, and rubies, w lich 
are red garnets backed with .tirEoil, 
come at S3 a dozen.

A bill has been Introduced 
in tho Legislature empowering tho Cab- 
inet' to negotlatto with any person or 
corporation for the laying of such a 
cable, and authorizing tho government 
to grant financial assistance to such 
an enterprise. This news is significant.

Idar, in Switzerland, which is the great 
market of the world for Imitation-cut 
stones. Real gems used to be cut there 
on an extensive scale, but that busi- 
ness has gone elsewhere. The cutters 
are prospering, however, for the de- 
mand for false jewelry has never been 
so large as now. There is an enormous 
sale at present for cheap and counter- 
felt

There is no kind of gem that is not 


Imitated by tho artisans of Idar with 
wonderful skill. The ruby is counter- 
feited by combining a piece of garnet 
with a piece of glass, the former serv- 
ing for the f) ont and the latter for 
the back.' The two are stuck together 
with a transparent balsam. The bal- 
sam is colored in various ways, so as 
to diffuse whatever tints may be de- 
sired through the stone or glass to 
which It is applied. In this way two 
jileces of rock crystal united with bal- 
sam make an opal, and an aquamarine 
is produced by a slight moclillcatlon of 
the same process.

Artificial turquoises of enanlol are 


sold for $2.50 a dozen, and rubies, which 
.are red garnets backed with .tinfoil, 
rome at $3 a dozen Ey such ingenious 
methods all other kinds of precious 
stones aie brought within easy reach 
of poor folks.

terfeit gfcr.is Is that of the so-called

Msts In uniting a thiu^sllce of real dia- 
mond to 'a glass base. Emeralds are 
counterfeited in the same way by' join- 
ing red garnet with quartz crystal. 
A blue color is given to white sap- 
phires by applying a little blue dye to 
the 
bottom of the .stone. 
Compara- 
tively 1'ew real pearls are worn now- 
adays. 
The Imitations, 
which 
are 


nearly as pretty, are globules of glass 
lined with a substance obtained from 
the scales of a fish called the "bleak." 
It Is this substance which gives the pe- 
culiar irridescence to the scales of many 
fishes. 
The g'.ass or "paste" for artificial dia- 


monds has to be made wlth'tne utmost 
care. About 50 per cent. o£ the raw ma- 
terial Is quartz crystal. 
To this Is 
added 22 per cent, of carbonate ot soda 
and duo proportions of calcined borax, 
saltpetre and red lead. 
All of these 
substances are reduced to the finest 
powder, mixed, fused together by heat 
In a crucible, and cooled slowly. Tho 
density, transparency, and beauty of 
the counterfeit "stones" depend upon 
the pains taken in these processes. 
When thus made the paste is already 
to be cut up 'Into diamonds for market.

CAN IMITATE ANYTHING. 


There is no Kind of gem that is not 


Imitated by the artisans of Idar with 
wonderful skill. The ruby is counter- 
feited by combining a piece of garnet 
with a piece of glass, the former serv- 
ing for the front and the latter for 
the back. The two are stuck together 
with a transparent balsam. The bal- 
sam is colored in various ways, so as 
to diffuse whatever tints may be de- 
sired through the stone or glass to 
which it is applied. In this way two 
pieces of rock crystal united with bal- 
sam make an opal, and an aquamarine 
is produced by a slight modification of 
the same process. 


Artificial turquoises of enamel are 


sold for $2.50 a dozen, and rubies, which 
arc red garnets backed with .tinfoil, 
comp at $3 a dozen. By such ingenious 
methods all other kinds of precious 
stones are brought within easy reach 
of poor folks. 


The simplest device for making coun- 


terfeit gems is that of the so-called 
"doublet," which is produced by .join- 
ing two pieces of quaitz crystal'with 
green, red, or blue balsam. 
Superior 


imitations are obtained by more com- 
plicated methods. Paste diamonds are 
rendered more effective by depositing 
silver on the back with electricity. 
Diamond doublets are sometimes com- 
posed of two pieces of crystal with sil- 
ver foil between. Aifcther process con- 
sists in uniting a thiuvsllce of real dia- 
mond to 'a glass base. Emeralds are 
counterfeited in the some way by'join- 
Ing red garnet with quartz crystal. 


A blue color is given to white sap- 


phires by applying a little blue dye to 
the 
bottom of the .stone. 
Compara- 
tively few real pearls are worn now- 
adays. 
The imitations, 
which 
are 


nearly as pretty, are globules of glass 
lined with a substance obtained from 
the scales of a fish called the "bleak." 
It Is this substance which gives the pe- 
culiar irridescence to the scales of many 
fishes. 
The g'.ass or "paste" for artificial dia- 


monds has to be made with'the utmost 
care. About 50 per cent, of the raw ma- 
terial Is quartz crystal. 
To this Is 


added 22 per cent, of carbonate of soda 
and duu proportions of calcined borax, 
saltpetre and red lead. 
AH of these 
substances are 
reduced to the finest 


powder, mixed, fused together by heat 
In a crucible, and cooled slowly. The 
density, transparency, and beauty of 
the counterfeit "stones" depend upon 
the 
pains taken In these processes. 


When thus made the paste Is already 
to be cut up Into diamonds for market.

McKlnley rules. The bankers here are 
quite pleased at the silver agitation 
they see going on In the states.

some timeu think that they are assist- 
ing in it. I understand that English 
capital has bought up large amounts of 
silver and stored it In New York. 
I 


have heard a great deal of talk over it, 
and it amounts to this, a great amount 
of capital is invested in gold-bearing 
securities that must be paid Interest 
and principal In gold, no matter If free 
coinage of silver does come. As all 
mortgages are payable In gold any- 
how and so many are tied up in that 
way, it will make a great demand for 
gold, which will go to a premium. They 
are fearful that if a radical congress 
and senate should get in they might 
cut the value of the gold dollar-down 
to meet silver, which would make It 
bad for us who have gold bonds. 


There is aHo some fear that after 


Cleveland goes out you may put an 
export tax on gold, but that does not 
cause much alarm, as but little Is ex- 
ported, most of the Interest being paid 
by bills of exchange. 
And then En- 


glish people of wealth are buying up 
large quantities of land and realty as 
It is so cheap with you, and you will 
soon find that half the farms in your 
country are cultivated by tenants as 
in Europe. 


I find the two nations now quite 


close, as It Is only one week's travel 
and the cable is so handy. Capital has 
more confidence In the States than In 
any other country, as there is no revo- 
lution as in the South American states, 
and they know that If they loan money 
It will be paid, both principal and In- 
terest. This country Is full of money, 
but it Is In a few hands and Is always 
seeking investment. Africa is now a 
place of excitement and will for some 
years draw immigration from England 
and Irelind. 
Here everything goes 


slowly. 
':very one takes it easy, no 


hurry and rush as with you. We have 
the bicycle craze here as elsewhere, but 
we have good roads and it Is quite ex- 
citing and Interesting to take a spin 
outside In the afternoon these long 
days.
